FROTHING AT MOUTH 

It took years and many confer- 
ences to bring about the Confedera- 
tion of Canada and now there are 
those who are frothing at the mouth 
because in a single conference their 
wishes were not carried to definite 
conclusions. 

The reason for the intense feeling 
exhibited is not hard to discover. 
Apart from antagonism to myself, 
it is clear that certain interests hope 
under the proposed plan to push 
taxes off themselves upon other 
shoulders and there is hope also 
that the value of bonds now  out- 
standing which are at heavy dis- 
count will be increased. The public 
is therefore being told that under 
of the report British Col- 
umbia taxpayers would be saved 
four or five million dollars annu- 
ally in taxes. There is no explicit 
evidence to this effect. The com- 
mission itself jis very hazy and con- 
tradictory in its observations.

“Our social services must be and 
are being maintained,” she went on 
| “We feel it is an absolute integral | 
part of this fight. In the nutrition 
field we have increased milk for 
children and expectant mothers 
Three million children receive milk 
for a fraction of the usual cost, and | 
600,000 have free milk. More than 
| 200,000 free meals are given to the 
| children and since the outbreak of 
| war, these services have been in- 
creased tremendously. In one year 
we have given out more than 8,- 
000,000 gallons of milk to nursing 
mothers and children in England 
alone 

“The rationing has been extra- | 
ordinarily well organized. The gov- | 
; ernment has subsidized many foods, 
| at a cost of £80,000,000, in order to 
keep the necessities at a price level 
within the reach of the poor. To 
do this the wealthier people pay 
more. 

“Provision has been made for 
war casualties by clearing the Lon- | 
don hospitals to receive air-raid 
casualties at the rate of 15,000 per 
day.
